Heney Unauthorized Officer 


"In March, 1908, after the prosecution had probably under- 


stood that they were but waste paper, other indictments 
were 


found. During all that weary wait Mr. Calhoun always answered 
ready. Xo matter \\hen they were called, or what the circum- 
stances, he has ahvajs been ready. Since the plea made on these 
matters, there have "been made evident certain facts which I feel 
it my duty to call to the attention of the court. These indictments 
were found in March, 1908, 
when Mr. Heney, we claim, was an un- 


authorized officer. 
In point of fact, it is susceptible of demonstra- 


tion that during all those times he was, and is yet, so far as we 
know, an assistant to the attorney general of the United States, a 
sworn officer of the law, 
holding office of profit or emolument. An 


appointment as assistant district attorney was obtained for him 
in October, 1906. Since that time, during all the grand jury find- 
ings and all other times, Mr. Heney has been alleged to be an as- 
sistant of the district attorney as well as an assistant to the attor- 
ney general. 


Tells Lawlor He Is Biased 


"Under our constitution, a man can't do that. He can't hold 


two offices. 
His second appointment is in violation of the consti- 


tution of the state, and absolutely void. Mr. Heney was entirely 
an unauthorized person to go before the grand jury, and unauthor- 
ized to conduct any of these prosecutions in court. In addition to 
that, when the ca^e was first called, we called the attention of your 
honor to the fact that we thought you were biased and prejudiced 
and should not conduct the hearing. We are still of the same opin- 
ion, and feel that the defendant cannot have a just trial before your 
honor. \\ e believe that the trial just closed would have resulted 
entirely differently had the -conditions been otherwise. We desire 
to present the proper motions in this matter. 


Heney a Privaie Prosecutor 


"Another reason why we think neither your honor nor_ Mr. 


Heney should participate in these trials is because he was appointed 
at the request of a private prosecutor. The evidence shows that 
Rudolph Spreckels raised a fund to prosecute these cases, among 
others. Mr. Heney had to go back to Washington and later re- 
turned here, and Mr. Burns came here under the employ of Mr. 
Spreckels. Mr. Heney began his work in Ottober. All the funds 
were forthcoming from Mr. Spreckels. Mr. Heney's partners were 
paid by Mr. Spreckels. Mr. Heney received money for office ex- 
penses. 
"We don't think the law allows office expeenses to be paid by a 


private party. We are ready and anxious to go to trial, but we are 
not willing to be tried by your honor, or prosecuted by Mr. Heney." 
Heney's Response 


The court made no roply to those re-

When asked yesterday If he had re-

He declared that the court was often

he- sometimes thought that organized ef- 
in ts were being made to defeat the ends 
of justice. He declared that a. great deal 
ft burden rested upon the trial jurist as 
well as upon the public prosecutor 


The original motions to set aside the

Since the trial commenced, a great 


number of new issues, more or less im-

William J. Burns, special agent of the 
District Attorney's office. 


On Saturday and Stmday, March 26

from Police Judge Deazey who ^owed his

James Phelan one of the men backing 
the clique fostering the prosecution by 
Burns, who professed to have information 
that the men named were in possession 
of his stolen papers. 
Safes and desks 


were forcibly opened in the presence of 
protesting attorneys and 
officials 
and 


documents to the number of 2000 were 
seized and delivered into custody of the 
police judge, who granted the warrant. 
Before the raiders had completed their 
task, attorneys for the "United Railroads 
secured and served an injunction forbid- 
ding further search. - 


This action was roundly denounced by 


the United Railroad officials as a high 
handed outrage, never before recorded in 
the history of law. The raiding party 
which consisted of Burns' sleuths jim- 
mied desks and blew open safes, confis- 
cating and reading personal letters not 
connected with any of\he cases at issue 
belonging to railroad officials. 


The Private Sleuths 


Another order was secured to forbid

packages, and after days of arguments 
Superior Judge F. J. Murasky took un- 
der advisement an application for an or- 
der adjudging Assistant District Attorney

A fortnight was added to the length 


of the proceedings by the testimony of 
John H. Helms, once a detective in the 
employ of tha« United Railroads, who was 
later .secretly added' to the

Burns to obtaint evidence t>f alleged il- 
legal activity on the part of United Rail- j 
roads agents. 


Helms testified that he had paid Platt 


and other Burns men to secure papers'and 
had turned them over to Abbott. Prior 
to his appearance as a witness,

charged, several attempts were made to 
prevent his testifying for. the prosecu- 
tion. Another Burns agent nroduc»d in 
court sums aggregating- 5250, which

alleged had been paid him by Luther G.

A Hung Jury in 


Calhoun Case 


The trial of Patrick Calhoun has resulted in a 


hung jury. Perhaps this is the most that Heney 


expected and accounts for his waste of a month's 


time putting in evidence that had not the remotest 


bearing upon the case, but which served to befog 


the issue and confuse the jury. Stripped of this 


padding the testimony made no case against Pat- 


rick Calhoun. Indicted for conspiring to bribe, no 


conspiracy was shown. Heney's case lacked every 


element necessary to a legal conviction under the 


indictment. Perhaps he knew this. Surely it was 


known to the trial judge, who strode to assist the 


prosecution by suggestion direct and indirect, and 


who walked backwards to cover up the nakedness 


of the prosecutor's case. 


Heney did not hesitate to take all and frequent 


advantage of this attitude of the court, though it 


often seemed that he might have turned his back 


on the courtroom and safely left the prosecution 


to the judge. A great author has discussed the ef- 


fect upon the administration of justice when the 


judge takes upon himself the function of a prose- 


cutor and applies to that perversion of his power 


all of the authority of his judicial position, his ex- 


perience and the dexterity of his practiced under- 


standing, bringing the administration of justice 


into disrepute and associating with it an idea of 


unfairness, by turning the judge into an advocate 


and a partizan. 


In this trial the powers of the prosecution 


reached high tide. It began when Patrick Cal- 


houn's case had been tried and decided against 


'him in the venal and subsidized and personally 


kept organs of Spreckels and Phelan, which had 


exhausted the resources of slander and detraction, 


of libel, lying and the feculence of journalism to 


create an atmosphere that would make a fair trial 


impossible to Calhoun. Arrayed with these fos- 


tered newspapers, whose motives issue from the 


breeches pockets of two millionaires, was the Miss 


Kancy element, male and female, which thrills in 


the smiles of rich men, and lends itself to their 


purposes with the alacrity of an odalisque. 


With all this, and two judges who entered a 


•midnight league of injustice by being party to an 


immunity that was to bribe the perjury needed 


for the conviction of the hated Calhoun, a jury af- 


ter weeks of patient attention, has stood ten for ac- 


quittal to two for conviction. Indeed the propor- 


tion is greater than that, for thirteen were sworn 


as jurors, and the surplus man after discharge 


made it plain that out of thirteen sworn to try 


Patrick Calhoun -eleven believed him innocent. 


This is the conclusion after more than two years 


of spying, lying and subornation of perjury, of 


fake tragedies, of State, campaigns by Heney, of 


feeding the community on a hell broth made of 


politics and religion. All the forces of the prose- 


cution, its private prosecutor, its legion of spies, 


its debauched judges, its municipal government 


even, its wanton press, moved in echelon upon 


[Patrick Calhoun, and failed to convict him. 


It is fair to say that the proportions on the Jury 


represent the proportions in the community, when 


eleven out of every thirteen believe Calhoun in- 


nocent and repudiate the prosecution, its backers, 


its newspapers, its immune scoundrels of wit- 


wesses, its framed-up tragedies, its ego-mad H,eney 


all. 


The feeling is general that it is time to retire 


the pseudc reformers, self-seekers and trouble- 


makers to the rear and give San Francisco a chance 


to recoup her losses and recover her good name bv 


putting the extinguisher upon the selfish gang of 


financial desperadoes who have endeavored to 


whitewash themselves by blackwashing that un- 


fortunate city. 


Heney's Methods 


Exposed Him 


Heney's unfair and abusive methods of con- 


ducting- the trial of Patrick Calhoun made an un- 


favorable imlpression on the jury. In his instruc- 


tions to the jurors at the close of the case, Judge 


Lawlor enjoined them to eliminate entirely from 


their deliberations Heney's opening address and 


the promises which he made in it and which were 


not fulfilled in the evidence submitted. After be- 


ing discharged by the court, several of the jurors 


freely expressed their views on the conduct and 


methods of Heney. 


Joseph Dixon said: "Heney's argument was a 


political speetn. It was rotten. He talked about 


the case for twenty minutes, and the rest was 


about Helms and Masonry, and other things that 


were not in the indictment; And Helms isn't an 


honest man, either." 


How the intemperate conduct and base and 


irregular methods of Heney affected Juror Chas. 


H. Suydami is explained in the following terse 


comment made by him in an interview: 


"We were disgusted with the things Heney 


did. His argument was rotten. 


"When he accused Dr. Coffey of making signs 


to" the jury I wanted to stand up and answer him. 


It was a crime. 


I considered that all the testimony given by 


the Supervisors was purchased testimony. They 
were testifying for their lives. What more could 
they have been given than that? 


"When Mr. Calhoun stood up in court that 


day and appealed for his rights, it was fine. The 
way he was treated by Heney was a crime."

Peculiar Course of Justice. 


The case of Floyd Carter of Sacramento, who 


has just been convicted of wife mJurder in the sec- 
ond degree as compromise verdict reached by. the 
jury, throws some curious light on some features 
of our system of criminal jurisprudence. Carter 
murdered his wife in cold blood at the capital city 
some months ago, then fled from the State. He 
was subsequently arrested at St. Louis and extra- 
dited. He made a full and complete confession to 
the officers and when brought into the court to 
answer to the information filed against him plead- 
ed guilty and asked for the immediate passage of 
sentence. 


The presiding judge declined, however, ±o ac- 


cept the responsibility of sentencing the prisoner 
to pay the extreme penalty of- the crime which he 
confessed committing, rejected the plea of guilty, 
ordered a plea of "not .guilty" to be entered on the 
minutes of the court and appointed counsel to de- 
fend him*. The trial took place last week with the 
result stated. 
The prisoner has been spared his 


life as the result of a disagreement among the 
jury, which was divided as to the status of his 
crime, some of the jurois voting for manslaugh 
ter, while the others stood for a verdict of guilty 
of murder in the first degree 
But the county was, 


all the same, put to an expense of $1700 to prove 
to the satisfaction of a jury that he was guilty of 
the crime to which he had publicly confessed.
